Oliver, minister of the interior, Inid on 
the table of the House today the report 
of the grain garketing -inspection 
commission, of which John Miller was 
chairman and W. L, McNair andeG. EB, 
Goldie, members After.an inquiry on 
both sides of the boundary and of the 
Atlantic, the commission concluded 
that the grading system was the most 
suitable and think it unwise to alter 
established grades. In reference to 
weighing at country elevators, the 
commissioners came to the conclusion 
that pablic or government weights 
were impractical; nor can they suggest 
any otfier protection than the present 
Weights and Measures Act and the 
rights specified in the Grain Act. They 
recommend that where a warehouse 
commissioner has investigated a. com- 
plaint. and found it to be true, he 
should: be given power to direct the 
elevator owners to make proper redress 
to the person injured, and to order the 
discharge of the offending operator. 
Increase in Weeds. 

They recommended certain amend- 
ments to lessen the percentage of 
Grain rejected for dirt. The com- 
Misvion found great carelessness in 
handling foul seeds and they draw 
attention to the great increase of 
weeds in the western provinces and the 
danger of spreading to Ontario. From 


the lake heads they found that screen-] inspection division be 


ings were largely made up of domestic 
grain screenings, but containing large 
quantities of foul seeds shipped te dis- 
tant points in Ontario. As this is a 
provincial matter the commission pre- 
sume they are not. in a position to 
recommend any regulation, but any 
legislation regarding screenings should 
discourage the growth of weeds. . They 
could not accept the suggestion that 
elevators should return value to the 
grain shipper for noxious weed screen- 
ings, but recommend: compensation to 
the shipper for domestic: screenings. 
Oppose Government Elevators. 

In regard to. special binning which 
involves complaints of substitution, 
they recommended an amendment to 
provide for keeping samples of such 
special binned grain. he comimis- 
sion cannot accept the suggestion 
that the government should build 
ond operate large interior storage 
elevators. 

Regatding places where there are no 

ents, the commission recommended 
that the railways be compelled at all 
places, where fifty thousand bushels 
ate shipped, to keep agents between 
September 15 and January 15. 

hey found the difference between 
the track and street prices to be large- 
ly dependent on the car supply and 
recomiuernded that the warehouse com- 
missioner be given power to direct the 
railways to make a more equitable dis- 
tribution where found necessary. To 
provide for the manipulation of car 
orders, the commissioners recommend 
that guarantees accompany every 
bona fide order and that there be pro- 
visions for the summary conviction of 
persons placing ficticious naimes on an 
otder book. 

As to Leaking. 

With regard to the complaints of 
leaking in transit to St. John, they re- 
commended that no car be permitted 
to leave the Manitoba inspection divi- 

‘sion without being inspected and 
weighed and the warehouse commis- 
sioner be given power to order cars to 
the elevators when there are dangers 
of collapse or of leaking. 

Equal to Red Fife. 

Several technical amendments are 
recommended to the Manitoba Grain 
Act to prevent dealing in bills of lad- 
ing and storage receipts. Elevator 
companies shall not dispose of any bill 
of lading without the consent of the 
owner. 


Red regarding spring wheat should be 
ended by making it read equal to Red 
Fife. It is declared advantageous to 
the Grain Board to set a grade for 
oats, and authority should be given 
inspectors to hold cars in Winnipeg 
long enough for sampling. Another 
clause recommends that tiie Grain 
Standards Board be not abolished in 
favor of a salaried board. <A_ survey 
board at Winnipeg is said to be satis- 
actory. The commission does not 
fev a sample market in Winnipeg,

Full Value for Grain. 

It would be well to compel com- 
mission merchants to make full re- 
ports to consignees. As to the com- 
plaints of the operation of the Winni- 
pee Grain and Produce Exchange, the 
commission reports that grain is 
bought and sold in the public trading- 
room and the price are made in open 
competition and are beyond all doubt 
the full value of the grain as based on

which the members of the exchange 
may engage and control their agents, 
and recommend that the mombers be 
allowed to pay agents at their pleasure 
provided they register them with the 
secretary of the exchange. 

With regard to the Northwest Grain 
Dealers’ Association, the commission 
cannot find anything in their by-laws 
compelling their members to abide by 
the prices decided on or of a penalty 


for breaking the price. The prices 
are not adhered to in all places, 
though where the buyer persists in 


breaking the prices he is brought into 
line by the combined section of other 
buyers. Main protection against un- 
duly depressed prices is the right to

commission found that the pooling of 


eee doe: exist between certain 
elevator companies. The commission 
thinks this places a restraint upon the 
dlevator companies, which constitute a 
menace to thove who sell to those 
elevators and tends to unduly — limit 
competition. Such pooling should be 
The Act at Fault. 

There have been complaints that 
the Warehouse Commissioners’ depart- 
nent ig lax in prosecuting offenders. 
The commission thinks the trouble lies 
in the Act and suggests amendments 
to assist the commissioner in conduct- 
ing his department. It is clear that 
there is not sufficient supervision of 
the cleaning of grain at terminal eleva- 
tors. There should be a more com- 
plete supervision of cleaning opera- 
tions at these elevators and cleaning 
machines of greater capacity installed. 

Experience would show that there 
should be a separate weighing depart- 
ment created, as the weighing was 
very irregular and there were some 
astonishing shortages and overages. 
The weighing should be taken from 
the inspection department and a chief 
weighmaster appointed to weigh all 
grain when necessary at. the public 
elevators in the Manitoba inspection 
divisions. It these recommendations 
were carried out the commission sees 
no reason why the government should 


| take over the lake head elevators. 


‘Inspection System Faulty. 

The inspection system is imper- 
fect, as there is no control east of 
Fort William. It is suggested that all 
public elevators east of Fort William 
handling grain grown in the Manitoba 
placed under 
similar restriction, and that a weigh- 
master’s department be established in 
the east for grain being shipped out- 
ward, 

A serious defect in the present sys- 
tem, leaving an opening for the fraud- 
ulent use of certificates, lies in the di- 
ffieulty in identifying inspection eer- 
tificates with the grain itself. it is 
recommended that the chief inspector 
be given power to provide for a pro- 
per identification of his certificates 
With parcels of grain and bills of lad- 
ing covering them. 

There was no evidence of the old 
rate of half a cent being too low, as 
the elevators voluntarily assume the 
insurance, and the commission recom- 
mends an amendinent providing for 
such insurance. 

There is no objection to hulls, seeds 
and other adulterating materials” be- 
ing mixed with bran, shorts and other 
feeds, providing the mixture be not 
offered for sale without adulteration 
being indicated. i : 

The commission think there is a 
possiblity of trade developing with 
the Orient, but there are no facilities 
for handling grain westward J and 
transportation is too heavy to’ give 
farmers a profit in marketing. 

Commissioner Goldie, in a separate 
special report regarding the ear sup- 
ply, with the object of guarding the 
iterests of the small farmers, sug- 
gests limiting the supply of cars — to 
sleyators to forty per cent., leaving 
the remaining 60 per cent. for the 
farmers who sell on the street. 

The commissioners submit the text 
of the proposed amendiments to the 
Manitoba Grain and Inspection Acts, 
also a provision for weighing. These 
ve largely technical and of little pub- 
lic interest.

Order Against the Toronto Railway. 

Toronto, Jan, 9.—An interim order 
to the Toronto Railway company to 
run its cars on that portion of Dun- 
das street between Humberside ave- 
nue and Keel street in Tofonto Junc- 
tion, was granted the suburban town 
by Chairman Leith of the Ontario rail- 
way and municipal board to-day, The 
board will go to the limit of the pow- 
ers vested in it by the provineial gov- 
ernment and a fine of $100 for each 
offence will be imposed, Should that 
not be sufficient the board, which has 
authority fo take over the entire road 
in such a crisis will adopt what steps 
may be necessary to operate the sec- 
tion referred to. The railway com- 
pany has been running cars at Huin- 
berside in order to foree the hands 
of Toronto Junction people to give 
Toronto and suburban railway com- 
pany a franchise,

Issues First Report. Deals With 
Crops, Live Stock and Public 
Health Statistics. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan, 19—After 
pounding the jailer into unconsei- 
susness with his fists, Thomas Nee, an 
i&year-old boy accused of the mruder 
f Deputy Sheriff MeCall, who was 
shot while making an arrest, cecaped 
from jail at Shakapee last night. He 
urrendered to Sheriff Shakopee when 
the cold forced him to return to town. 
Nee had eaten his supper in the cors 
ridor of the jail just outside his cell 
last evening, 

As the jailer was clearing away the 
dishes the young desperado suddenly 
sprang upon him, knocking him to 
the floor and pounding him into insen- 
sibility. The jailer recovered consei- 
ousness just in time to see him leaving 
the building. He at once raised the 
alarm and an armed posse was or- 
ganized by the sheriff. The young 
desperado spent the night conocealed 
in a hay stack near Shakopee and 
had become so thoroughly chilled that 
he could not remain out of doors any 
longer and so sought the shelter of the 
jail. 

The young man was wanted on a 
eharge of grand larceny and in com- 
pany with another, resisted arrest. Me- 
Call was shot by Nee, according to 
Statements made after the arrest, but 
the officer quickly fired and Nee was 
wounded and captured, The deputy 
marshal was brought to Minneapolis 
for treatment and lingered nearly a 
week dying at Ashbury hospital. <A 
charage of manslaughter was at once 
lodged against Nee in addition to the 
robbery charge and he is being held 
to the grand jury at Shakopee,

Twenty-Thousand Men Wanted to Build 
Railway in Eastern Western 
Canada, Eight Years of Work, 


The first report of the provincial de- 
partment of Agriculture has been issued. 
The report which covers the period from 
the organization of the province Septem- 
ber Ist, 1905, to December 31st, 1906, is 
divided into two parts, viz.: Part I, 
dealing with the four months of 1905, 
and Part IL with 1906, 

The great part of the work for the 
period was planned under the Territories 
regime. The report shows that the work 
of the department is grouped under the 
following heads: Coops, Noxious Weeds, 
Agricultural Educational Work, Live 
Stoek, Fairs, Dairying, Public Health, 
Vital Statistics, Hospitals and Depart- 
mental staff, 

The province is divided into 17 crop 
districts from which information is per- 
iodically received from aceredted crop 
correspondents and from the threshers, 
Blank books are sent to all the threshers 
in the prosince who report the actual 
yields. On the basis of the information 
thus obtained the department issued the 
crop bulletin, over 10,000 being publish- 
ed and distributed throughout the pro- 
vince, While the standard yield of Oats 
per bushel is 34 Ibs, this grain greatly 
exceeds this amount, and it is safe to 
say that the ordinary oats marketed by 
Alberta farmers weigh from 40 to 44 Ibs, 
As a rule tie yields given by the thresh- 
ers are measured in bags, This means 
that the yield reported should be increas- 
ed at 25 per cent. to give the actual num- 
ber of bushels in the annual vield of 
cats, 


Crop Statistics, 

The crop statistics show a gratifying 
increase in all grains. The production 
of spring wheat in 1898 was 792,417 bush- 
els from 31,348 acres compared with 2,- 
664,661 bushels from 115,502 acres in 1906, 
The average yield of 9 years is 21.27 bu- 
shels, compared with the average yield 
of 14.2 in the State of Minnesota. 

A greater development is marked in 
fall wheat, The production of fall wheat 
has increased from 82,418 bushels from 
3,310 acres in 1903 to 1,201,359 bushels 
from 61,625 acres in 1906. 

Tie average yield is 21.2. The pro- 
duction of outs has leaped from 1,734,197 
bushels in 1898 to 13,136,913 bushels. in 
1906. 

Corresponding increases are to be not- 
ed in barley, flax and speltz. 

The report of the chief weed inspector 
shows that out of 6965 farmers visited in 
the province 2723 were infested) with 
noxious weeds, 

Noxious Weed Destruction, 

A sum of $5,179, was spent in the de- 
straction of noxious weeds. The weeds 
specifically mentioned as being particn- 
larly noxious are Ball Mustard, stunk 
Weed, Russian Pig Weed, Russian This- 
te, Tumbling Mustard and Tumble 
“ eed. Reference is made to Cecuta Oc- 
ecidentales, or Water Hemlock which has 
caused the death of many cattle 
around the slough.

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ENDORSE PORK 
PACKING PLANT 


Alberta Farmers’ Association Passes 
Resolution in Favor of Proposed 
Goverument Institution. 


The first day's session of the Al- 
berta Farmers’ aseociation in the 


Mechanics’ hall yesterday was a dis 
tinct success in point of enthusiasm 
and representative attendance. 


The asosciation is one of the most 
successful organnizations of its kind 
in the west. Over three years ago it 
was organized for the benetits of the 
farmers of the province, Since that 
time it has grown rapidly and now 
embraces members in al! parts of the 


province. There are 36 local unions 
formed and the total membership is 
between 1,000 and 1,200, including 


some of the most intelligent and suc- 
cessful farmers in the province, 
Joshua Fletcher, of Ellerslie, is pre- 
sident of the association, Thomas H, 
Woolford, of Cardson, vice-president, 
and W. F, Stevens, of Clover Bar, sec- 
retary. Yesterday there were over 60 
members in attendance fro mall parts 
of the province. The morning session 


was taken up by addresses from 
Mayor McDougall, Premier Ruther- 
ford, Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of 


agriculture and N. D. Mills, mayor of 
Strathcona. 

The mayor upon being called upon 
by President Fletcher, who took the 
chair at ten o'clock, extended a very 
hearty welcome, and aiter offering 
the delegates the freedom of the city 
spoke briefly of the good work being 
done by the association and hoped 
that great good might result from this 
vathering. 

Prémier Rutherford. 

Hon. A. C. Rutherford warmly wel- 
camed the members of the association 
and commended the principles which 
had catsed them to organize, He be- 
lieved they would reap great results 
from this organization and hoped 
that they would werk harmoniously 
with the provincial and Dominion de- 
partments of agriculture. He was 
sure these departments were work- 
ing for the best interests of the farm- 
He strongly urged upon the 
farmers present the necessity of or- 
ganization. It had been proved con- 
elusively in Denmark and elsewhere 
that co-operation among dhe farmers 
was very beneficial, and he hoped to 


see it carriedkout to a grewter extent 
than ins the past in Alberta. The 
premier referred to the work of the 


lepartment of agriculture in the pro- 
vince in establishing  creameries 


These creamerics were making good 
vutter, but he did net think the farm- 
ers were suppotring them as they 
hould. Efforts were also being made 
uf the farmers instructions in| 
lairying, and he thought it would 


beneficial, If the farmers 
u the department greater 
support they would doubtless be bene- 
fitted in many waya. 

The premier touched briefly on the 
matter ofa pork packing plant which 
t was suggested should be establish- 
xd by the government, This matter 
was being looked into and as soon as 
considered feasible such would be 
loubtless established 

Another important question was the 
securing of good seed grain. While 
the government could not devote 
nuch money as they would wish for 
this purpose they would assist as 
much as they could,. He hoped the 
\. F. A. would do all possible to have 
the farmers secure good seed in order 
that the results next year’s crop 
would be successful, 

Minister of Agriculture. 

Hon. Mr, Finlay thought fall wheat 
should be grown more extensively in 
Alberta in order that there would be 
less danger of the grain being frozen 
*Xy the early fall frosts. Much of the 
grain had been damaged by frosts last 
fall and it was very important that 
the farmers should sow good seed this 
yeal The provincial department of 
igriculturespad tuken up this question 
with the Dominion government, and 
irrangements would be made so that

Alberta farmers could secure good 
seed in the province for sowing next 
spring. 

Speaking on the work of the beef 
commission in this province, Mr. 


Finlay said the report of this commis- 
sion had been published in Alberta 
in order that the people might kuow 
what the results were. In Manitoba 
this report was not published until 
it was laid before parliament, but he 
hought the people ought to know the 
results of this investigation at onee.

YOUNG MAN OF GRIT.

Lieut. Shackleton is in command of 
the 28 men who comprise the newest 
expedition to the South Pole, and he 
brings with lim this month from New 
Zealand, not only twelve Canadian 
huskies, but a specially constructed 
motor car, and ‘Siberian ponies—two

He sails from New Zealand in the 
ship Endurance, once a Newfoundland 
sealing vessel, and he expects to reach 
King Edward VII. island by February 
1, which will be midsummer in the 
Antaretic region, The vessel will then 
return to Lyttleton and wait until 
January, 1909, before going to the base 
of operation on King Edward VII, 
island to bring the explorers back te 
civilization. The cargo of the vessel 
consists of ample food supplies, 2 liv- 
ing hut in seetions, twelve Siberian 
ponies, a team of twelve picked dogs 
from onr Canadian west, and the spe- 
cially constructed motor car, 

. . . 

The motor car is not designed to 
seud over ice fields at sixty miles an 
hour, so that the explorers may make 
the trip toethe South Pole in a couple 
of daye and return to King Edward 
VII, island in time for dinner on the 
third day. The car is meant to haul 
provisions. The front pair of wheels 
are of wood and wil! be used to travel! 
over the snow on wooden runne’s 
The driving wheels are fitted with 
steel blocks, into which steel spikes 
may be driven when stretches of ice 
and free snow are encountered, A 
box placed inside the car has a pipe 
which is warmed from exhanst gases 
to melt the snow for cooking and 
drinking. The car will go at the rate 
of 


twenty-five miles a day, drawing 


dog sledges, ”

Lieutenant Shackleton went witli 
Capt. Scott 5 years ago in the latter's 
historic dash to the pole, in which a 
record for ‘furthest south’ was és- 
tablished. During the ninety-six days 
journey over the ice Lieutenant Shac- 
kletorm was stricken with snow blind 
ness, and so had to be fastened to 
the sledgé, when all the dogs were 
dead, in order to do his share of the 
pulling. He suffered from that euri- 
ous complaint accompanying long 
lack of food—dreaming about food. 
He dreamed that he was being chased 
by three-cornered jam tarts, Another 
member of the expedition always 
dreamed that he was cutting sand- 
wiches for some one else to eat. He 
spent Christmas Day, 1902, 300 nriles

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EEKING THE OWNER OF 
AN ANCIENT ANNUITY 


Heir of Farmer Who Sheltered Fugitive 
Charles Second Is Entitted lo Goodly 
Sum of Money. 


London, Jan, 8 —Search is being made 
by a firm of London solicitors for the 
heir to an annuity granted by Charles 
Il, to a farmer named Pendrell, who 
sheltered the King after the disastrous 
battle of Worcester, 

“Honest Richard Pendrell earned fame 
as the Staffordshire farmer who, with the 
assistance of his four brothers, risked 
death at the hands of the pursuing 
Roundheads by dressing the King as a 
peasant dnd secreting him among the 
foliage of an oak tree—famous as “the 
Boscobel Oak"’-—while the soldiers search- 
ed vainly for him at its foot. 

The gratitude of the King took a prac. 
tical form, Upon his return to power ne 
rewarded his preservers, and, incidental- 
ty wreaked a subtle vengeance upon his 
enemies, by taxing certain Reundhead 
lands to produce an annuity of $50 for 
Richard Pendrell and his dependents. 

From those distant times the King’s 
annuity has come down through seven 
generations and a recent motion beofre 
the courts pronqunced it to be perpetual 
In the ear 1859 two persons were shar- 
ing it. But desiring a substantial sum 
to take them abroad, the sold their life- 
interests in the King’s grant. One of 
the two, Robert MacLaren, is still liv- 
ing—an old man of eighty years of age 
The other, James Withington, who left 
England in 1860, completeiy disappeared. 
As, at the present time, he would be ove: 
nibety years of age, it is assumed that 
he is dead, and th esolicitors’ search is 
for his son—if he had one, 

Should the heir be discovered and his 
identity proved, he will rece.ve, in ad- 
dition to a portion of the anriuity, a 
considerable sum of money which has 
been accumulating, 

Preserved in the archives of the Ree- 


crd office is the original document — of 
King Charles granting the annuity It 
bears the “Great Seale’ of the King, 


and is headed, “Annuityes To Ye Pen- 
drelis."" 

Hume thus describes Richard Pendrell 
and his service to King Charles. “The 
man had dignit of sentiments much 
above his condition; and although death 
was denounced against all who concealed 
the King, and a great reward promised 
to any one who should betray him, he 
professed and maintained unshaken fidel 
ity. Havig clothed the King in a garb 
like their own the (Pendrell and — his 
brothers) led him into the neighbcring 
wood, put a bill into his hand and pre- 
tended to employ themsélyes in cufting 


faggots, Some nights he lay upon straw 
in the house, and fed on sue hhomely 
fave as it afforded, Vor a etter con- 
cealment he mounted upon an oak 
where he sheltered himself among tho 
leaves and branches for twenty-four 
hours, He saw several soldiers pass by,”

INDIA PLAGUE VICTIMS 
REACH 7,000 A WEEK 


Inoculation Unpopular—Men Submit 
Occassionally on Being Paid, but 
Women Steadily Refuse—Terror 
of Ordinary Rat and Flea. 


— 


Poona, India, Jan. 9—For tht mo- 
ment the subject of the plague is of 
the greatest interest. Yesterday the 
new governor, Sir George Clarke, is- 
sued a proclamation, informing the 
people that in the Bombay presidency 
alone the plague is now killing 7,000 
men, women and children a week, and 
calling upon them to submit them- 
eelves to the inoculation officers, who 
supply the only means of defence 
hitherto discovered. The people lis- 
ten to the proclamation read in Ma- 
rati, and a few.of them come up to 
be inoculated, there is no harm in it, 
and they get sixpense each to tide 
them over the two or three days’ 
gentle illness. Also they bring up 
live rats in cages, because the Brit- 
ish government will buy rats at some 
fraction of a farthing a head. The 
British government in this town has 
bought 25,000 rats. 

Rats and the Plague. 

For danger begins when rats are 
found dying about the streets and 
houses, Take a dead rat in the day 
time, and you will fiud seores of fleas 
leaping up and down upon his body. 
If you are wise and prudent you will 
soak him in kerosene and burn him 
straight. Else, if, having emelt your 
rat and seen him brewing in the air, 
you do not nip him in the bud, you 
are likely to fall to the plague as the 
sun goes down. The rat’s fleas are 
not the common, homely insects that 
we know. These fleos have a predil- 
ection for rats, and will not leave their 
homes if they ean help it, at all events 
by day. At night they must go and 
then they will take refuge on a human 
body tor want of better shelter, With 
them they bring the germ that has 
killed the rat, 

Whether they themselves infect the 
rat in the first instanee, or whether 
they only carry on an organism which 


the rat has developed from other or- 
igins, I have not heard; but I think 
the latt-r. Anyhow, when once they 


have passed the germ into human be- 
ing’s blood, the plague is assured. Of 
course they, may not be hungry en- 
ough to bite the being on whom they 
first settle, but from him they will 
pass the infection to another person 
and there are many cases in which a 
man who never had the plague himself 
nevertheless carries it to distant vil- 
lages stored up in a flea. In a coun- 


try like this the most careful and 
cleanly can never be sure about 
fleas, for, wash as you will, some in- 
sect or other ie pretty certain to be

Plague-Stricken. 

In the rows of tin huts erected on 
open ground just beyond the railway 
station, I have this morning seen the 
disease in almost every stage. There 
ure separate rows for men and we- 
men, but in other ways not much dif 
ference of caste can be made, though 
some of the Brahmins have their food 
sent in from outside when they are 
recovering. It is rather peculiar that 
he Brahmins offer least resistance 
to the disease, and this the sister at- 
tributes to the strictness of their veg- 
etarianism for ages past. On the 
other hand, the lowest or “sweeper’’ 
caste, who will eat anything anyhow, 
almost like dirty feeding Europeans, 
are the best uatients and. show the 
nost recov \ies. There may, however, 
be other reusons for this—the natural 
hardihood of the laboring class, and 
the natural tendency oi a!) highly 
organized and sensitive beings to col- 
japse under fever. Each patient lies 
in a separate cubicle, and mothers 
or other relatives are allowed to vis- 
it and sit there. I think a plague- 
ttricken mother may even bring a 
young child with her, so great is the 
coonfidenee in the new theory of in- 
jection, 

Redemption by Serum. 

In the central market place and at 
three other points of the native city, 
the government has set up stations 
where people may be inoculated free. 
As I said, the poorest receive a pres- 
ent of sixpence for eubmitting to the 
rite, because they may not be able to 
work for the next two or three days. 
It naturally occurs to you that many 
a poor but honest man would be in- 


oculated every day of tig life for six- 
pence, and that very likely happens, 
though some check is kept by the ap- 
pearance of the arm and an elaborate 
system of finger-print records—one of 
the funniest iarces I have ever seen, 
More embarrassing is the man who, 
fecling rather unwell, hastens up to 
be inceulated, and is found to com 
the plague already. Of course noth- 
ing will persuade him that his visit to 
the inoculator was not the canse. of 
the disease, and much suspicion is 
Spread in this way among the people. 
It is aleo extremely hard to induce 
the women to take the inoculuWion, 
though a most disereet curtain is huug 
ready to protect them from sight, and 
they have not the least objection to 
walking in the erowds with legs and 
waists quite bare at any hour of the 
day. 

However, there in the midet of the 
market, where elderly bangle-merch- 
anig are squeezing the gorgeous glass 
bangles over women’s hands, and men 
and women are squatted on the stones 
chaffering over litde heaps of strange 
vegetables and fruits, there stands the 
native apostle of science and a fath- 
erly government, preaching the ter- 
ros of the plague and the glories of 
redemption by serum. Before him is 
fixed a little spirit stove, on which 
simmers boiling vaseline. At his side 
is a glass saucer containing bits of 
cotton wool dipped in strwong ecar-

THE STANDARD OIL AND 
THE $29,000,000 FINE. 


Alton Rate Was a ‘Rebate’ Says 
Commissioner Smith, Replying to 
the Company's Pamphiet. 


Washington, Jan. 9—The spat be- 
tween the government and the Stand- 
ard Oil eompany over the justice of 
its conviction for rebating in the so 
called Alton case, which resulted on 
the infliction of the $29,000,009 fre, 
continues. There has now been add- 


ed, to the literature on the subject 
the report of Commissioner Herbert 
Knox Smith, of the bureau of corpor- 
ations, in answer do the pamphlet 
sent out by the Standard early in 
October. Mr, Smith devotes most 


of his report to answering James A, 
Moffett. 

“Apparently the position of Mr, 
Moffett is that, if he had actually 
paid the Aiton railway cightetn cents 
per 100 pounds and received back 
twelve cents, «o as to make a net rate 
of six cents, this would have been a 
‘rebate,’ ”’ says Mr, Smith 

A “Rebate” in Essence. 

This six-cent Alton rate was a ‘‘re- 
bate” in essence, if not in form, and 
both in essence and in form it was a 
discrimination of the moet severe and 
sucerssful type 

The chief ground upon which the 
Standard defends itself is the so-called 
“Chicago and Eastern Illinois rate.’ 
The claim is that, while the shipments 
of oil were going on at six cents ove: 
the Alton railway, there existed at 
the same time over the Chicago and 
Kasctern Illinois railway a rate of 6 
1-4 cents irom Whiting to East St 
Louis. The Standard claims that thi 
G6 1-4 cent rate was a legal rate, and 
could have shipped all its oil at this 


alleged legal vate over the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, it was justified 
in accepting a like rate over the Al-

McDougall, 
j wh te the bus is kept, and it was con- 
| wenden by the prosecution that the 
prisoner took the money which he 
found in cleaniig the bus after it was 
laid up for the night, The strongest 
jevidence against him was that given 
| by Peter and Alex, Cruickshanks end 
| Wm. Morse, companions of his, whom 
he told at the Senate hotel that he 
had lots of money and when remons- 
trated with for extravagance, replied 
“I don’t care for the money, I got it 
in Williams’ bus,” and also, “I-don't 
need to work for Potter, I found a $50 
bill and some. §$20’s in. Villiame’ boa.” 

Prisooner Had Lots of Money. 

Several witneswes testidd that the 
prison®r had’ lots of money after the 
alleged theft and Win, Griniblack, a 
clerk at the Edmonton clothing store, 
swore that he had sold a fur coat to 
the prisoner, for which he paid in #2) 
bills and that, at the time he bad a 
$60 bill in the roll, He ‘houghs the 
notes were Imperial bank cones, cuch 
as had been lost by Father Desmar- 
Ais. 

Mr. Robertson, counsel for the pris+ 
oner argued that the case be thrown 
out aa there was not a prima facie 
case established, He contended. that 
the evidence of the three mon was 
not to be relied upon and, that Me- 
Kay's remarks had been made in a 
mere epirit of braggadocio, Judge Tay- 
lor, however, did not teke this view, 
and ordered the defence to be y'e- 
sented, 

Evidence for Defence, 

The court then adjourned till iis 
morning, when McKay went cn the 
stand ig his own behalf. His story 
was as follows: ‘1 started working 
for Potter and McDougall in last June 
or July at $50 a month. I was paid up 
to the S3Ist of October, I had roomed 
tree in the stable. In the early part 
wf October I bought a coat at the Ed- 
monton clothing store and jaid ten 
dollars down on it about the 15th of 
October, Two or three days later I 
paid some more and on the third time, 
about a week after the second time, 
I made final payment. I did not have 
4 $60 bill and some $20's when I made 
the last payment, as Grimblack. said 
I did. On Sunday morning, the night 
aiter the supposed loss of the money 
there was a telephone message about 
yome money that was lost in the bus. 
[ looked in the bus from the outeide 
out, found nothing. I could not get 
inside as the bus was backed up 
against another, and.it could not be 
noved by one man as the pole was 
out in the front, I did not have any 
big bills at the time I was at the 
Senate hotel. All I had was what 1 
go. from my check, which was cashed 
on the afternoon previous. Morse is 
not friendly to me for when the con- 
stable waa bringing me up to the 
court thie morning he wanted to fight 
ne although I did not say a word to 
him. I did not make the statements 
with reference to the money that 
Morse said I did. It was a common 
jest amoong the men at the stable as 
.o who got the priest’s money. 

The witness was cross-examined at 
ronsiderable length by Mr. Cogswell, 
bue he adhere to his story, which he 
had told in direct examination. In do- 
ing so he denied statements made by 
the other, witnesses. 

After seme further evidence had 
been given by several of the witnes- 
ses of yesterday, who were r°called 
to give testimoony with reference to 
the alleged threat of Morse, while 
McKay was being taken to the court 
this morning, the case was closed and 
he counsel addressed the court, 

The Judgment. 

“T cannot,” said the justice, “ser 
any motive why the two  Cruick- 
shanks’ should come and perjure 
thomselves to convict McKay, With 
eference to Morse, there might te 
some motive as he had accused Me- 
Kay of etealing his pocketbook. 

“As to the money, according to the 
svidence of the accused, he worked 
thout four months, whieh wiud 
bring hiin about $200. His board most 
have cost at least $80, this would ieave 
aim about $120. He admits having 
paid out $25 more, and he paid ior 
1is coat $60. He would have ieft only 
ibout $15 or $20 for other invidental 
*xpenses, Granting that be haa $40 
vhen he came here he would Lave 

nly $00 or $60 for al’ hi- :neideutal 
‘xpenses and he must have spent 
nore than that. 

“T see no reason to doubt the evid- 
synee of Grimblack that the prisoner 
iad some $20 dollar bills and a fifty 
follar bill. 

“T cannot come to any other conclu- 
sion whatever but that the prisoner 
is guilty, and TI therefore find him 
guilty of theft.”

Calgary, Jan, 9.—Within a very 
shot ime there willbe & complete te- 
organization of the: judigial affairs in 
the neovines of Alberta, . It will start 
by the addition of another judge to 
the supreme Court, Then there will 
be a division of the province for 
judicial purposes into north and 
souh, The centre of the northern 
part will be Edmonton, and the centre 
of the southern patt will be Calgary. 
A court of three supreme judges will 
be: given power to try appeals from 
the district court. This will not make 
necessary meretingg of the suprema@ 
court en banc, as is necessary at the 
present time and will result in much 
speedier legislation. 

The Supreme court en bane will be 
necessary to hear appeals from the de- 
cision of any supreme court judge. 
This will make necessary a new court 
house, and it is rumored that provi+ 
sion will be made at the coming ses- 
sion of the legislature to have court 
houses built at Edmonton and Cal- 

ary on precisely the same plans. 
he Calgary court house will be 
located up on the block on which the 
old court house is located and to the 
rear of the Registry Office, which is 
being built now. It is. propgsed 
now that the court house be given 
over to the public, offieas of the pro- 
vincial government, which are very 
much needed at the present time, for 
with the public ‘works, the telephones 
and all that. The publie works have 
quite outgrown their present accom- 
modations,

OF SASKATCHEWAN.

qualified as members of the convoca- 
tion or upon whom degrebs were to be 
eoonferred, was quite up to the ex- 
pectationa and included a large num- 
ber of prominent clergymen, lawyers 
and medical men in the province. 

The chancellor on taking the chair, 
shortly after two o'clock, invited Prin- 
cipal Peterson, of MeGill, Principal 
Hutton, of Toronto University college, 
and Proiessor Bland, of Winnipeg, to 
take their seats on the platform. 

After the chane*or’s speech, Mayor 
Smtih, having briefly welcomed the 
members of the convocation to the 
capital city of the provinee, the work 
of conferring degrees on the gradu- 
ates of the British universities resi- 
dent in the province was proceeded 


with, A committee consisting of 
Messrs. Willoughby. Haultain, La- 
mont,Calder and Bishop Newhall, was 


appointed to take steps re making of 
rules, regulations and bylaws for gov- 
erning the proceedings of the convo- 
cation, 

The followinig were chosen as mem- 
bers of the board of governors elected 
by the senate: Joby Clinkskill (Sas- 
katoon). A. F. Angus (Regina), John 
Diyon (Maple Creek), Arthur Hitch- 
cock (Mooae Jaw), and Andrew Me- 
Donald (Prince Albert). 

The annual meeting oi the convo- 
cation will be held on Tuesday, fol- 
lowing the second Monday of June. 
The convocation then adjourned until 
the evening. The new graduates be- 
fore leaving signed the roll,

The Hon. A. Turgeon At- 
torney General of Saskatchewan, Geo. 
E. McCraney, W. C, Sutherland, Saska- 
toon, and others, addressed the meeting, 
At the close of the public meeting a 
banquet was heldin the-Saskatchewan 
hotel. Mr, Sutherland reviewed the Pro- 
vincial overnment’s land and school 
policy, followed by an extended reference 
to good roads and building programme 
being carried out by the Scott govern- 
ment, He also spoke of the rural tele- 
phone plans and the government’s in- 
tentions to. put through the lines this 
year, Of the Supplementary Revenue 
Act, Mr, Sutherland said the cent an 
acre school tax was not directed at the 
farmer but at the speculators, Settled 
districts got back more than twice as

Geo, E. McCraney, M.P., spoke at some
